And What's all this 
but the effet of a Popular Licence and Appeal > When every Merce- 
nary Scribler ſhall take upon him to handle matters of Faith, and 
State ; give Laws to Princes ; and every Mechanique fit Judge upon 
the Government ! Were not theſe the very Circumſtances of the late 
Times ? When the Religious Jugglers from all Quarters fell in with 
the Rabble ; and managed them, as it were, by a certain fleight of 
hand : The Rods were turned mto'Serpents on both ſides, - and the 
Multitude not able to ſay, which was Aaron, and which, the En- 
chanter. Let us have a Care of the ſame Incantation over again. Are 
we not under the proteftion of a Lawful Authority * Nor was there 
ever any thing more narrowly Sifted, or more vigorouſly diſcouraged, 
than this Conſpiracy. Reformation is the proper buſineſs of 
Government and Council ; but when it comes to work qice at the 
wrong End, there is nothing to be expetted from it, but Tumult and 
Convulhon. A Legal and Effeftual proviſion againſt the Danger of 
Romitſh Practices and Errours, will never ſerve their turn, whoſe 
OQuarrel is barely to the Name of Popery, without underſtanding 
the Thing it ſelf.

It is no new thing for a Popular 
Out-cry, in the matter of Religion, to have a State-FaCtion in the 
belly of it. The firſt late Clamor was againſt Downright Popery ; 
and then came on Popiſhly Aﬀected ; ( That ſweeps all) The 
Order of Biſhops, and the Diſcipline of the Church took their 
Turns next ; and the next blow was at the Crown it ſelf : when 
every Man was made a Papilt that would not play the Knave and the 
Fool, for Company, with the Common People. 

Theſe things duly weighed, and conſidering the Ground of our pre- 
ſent Diſtempers ; the Compiler of this Abridgment reckoned that he 
could not do his Conntrymen a better Office, than (by laying before 
them the naked ſtate of things) to give them at one view, a ProſpeF, 
both of the ſubject matter i their Apprebenſions, and of the Vioi- 
lance, Zeal, and neeaful ſeverity of the Government on their bekalf. 
To which end, he hath here drawn up an Hiſtorical Abſtract of the 
whole matter of Fatt concerning thoſe Perſons who have hitherto been 
Tried for their Lives, either upon the Plot it ſelf, or in Relation to 
it : oppoſing Authentick Records to wandring Rumours ; and deli 
vering. the I'ruth in all Simplicity.

That there was alſo a Letterin Latin to La Chaiſe, with a flying Seal, 
and no ſubſcription; and this Letter, with the Letter of News, and 
the Poſtſcript, wereall in a hand, This was a Letter of thanks to Lz 
Chaiſe, for 100001. which he confeſt to have received for the ſervice 
of the Cathalick Cauſe 3 with a promiſe that it ſhould be wholly im- 
ployed as it was deſigned ; and that no endeavour ſhould be wanting to 
deſtroy the Proteſtant Religion Root and Branch.

That Letter from La Chaiſe to which this was an anſwer, the Waxt- 
neſs Depoſed that heſaw, and read, and obſerved inſtruQions in it to 
this effect. That the 100001. ſhould be laid out to 20 other end than for 
the killing of the King, The. Witneſs did not fee Coleman write this 
Letter, but delivering it to Le Chaiſe himſelf, La Chaiſe named a Gen-

Gavan demanded of the Witneſs, in which of the two weeks it was 
(Aſhby ſtaying but a fortnight) that Mr. Oates ſaw himin Town. The Pri- 
{oner expounding to the Court the Intent of that Queſtion, that he might 
endeavour to diſprove it either in the one week or in the other. But 
Mr. Oates could not charge his memory with the preciſe Week. 

Mr. Gavar put it then to Mr. Oates, how of ter he had ſeen him in Logdon. 
W hoſe Anſwer was, onely one day, but two ſeveral times that day, 2s he re- 
membred, by the token that an Apothecary brought Mr. Gavar a Cordial] 
in theafternoon to Mr. [re/and's Chamber, he being then and there indifpo- 
ſed. That the Apothecary was called Walpole, but that the Witneſs could 
not ſay whether it was he himſelf that brought it, or his ſervant. Mr. Ga- 
var brake out here into this Expreſſion; I do as truely believe that there is a 
God , a Heaven, and a Hell, as any one here does. As I hope for ſalvation, 
as [ hope to ſee God in Heaven, I never ſaw Mr. Oates before that day in Ja- 
nuary, when he ſays I had the Periwigg on, and he did not know me. And 
as for July, 1 call God to witneſs, I never ſaw him then. QOpor my ſalvation, 
1 was not in London. | 

Liberty being allowed to the Priſoners to ask any Queſtions in their 
own defence, Mr. Turner asked Mr. Oates , if Whitehal/ was not the firſt 
place that ever he ſaw him in, when he told the Priſoner that he went by 
another name.

Mr. Dugdale was demanded a farther account of 7/hitebread's Letters 
to Ewers; who ſaid, that he particularly remembred one, but could not 
ſay how many he had ſeen. Mr. Harcourt then asking the Witneſs thedate 
of the laſt Letter the Witneſs had received from him 5 Mr. Dwgdale an- 
ſwered, that as he remembred, it was that concerning the Death of Sir Ed- 
zmndbury Godfry mn OFober : and then Harcourt affirmed, that he hadnot 
written to him this year and half. Mr. Dugdale now applying himſelf to 
the Priſoner, minded him, that upon Mr. Ireland's being laſt year in the 
Country, the Priſoner was uſed to ſend the S. Omers Letters to Mr. Ireland, 
and ſosthey werediſpatch'd down tomy Lord Aftor's. That the Witneſs had 
the ſight of Ezght of thoſe Letters, by the token , that he pretended to 
Conjure in telling the Death of Mr. Edward Aſtor , before. it was known 
to any of his Relations 3 which the Witneſs came to underſtand upon rea- 
ding two of theſe Letters. That Mr. [re/azd took it ill that he heard it no 
ſooner , and the Priſoner wrote him word of the ſending theſe Let- 
ters. 

Mr. Harcourt oppoſed, that Mr. Dugdale, but five weeks fince, owned 
before a Committee of Parliament, that he did not know: him, and came 
alſo to the Gatehouſe to entrap him, before the Gent. of the Committee 3 
but hedenieth that he hath written to him for ſeveral years, and the wri- 
ting of any ſuch Letter as he mentions , or that he ever approved of put- 
ting any man to death : informing, that the Gent. for Experiment-ſake, de- 
ſired the Prifoner to write hisown hand and name, and three of them alſo 
wrote their names, and he could not fay which was'the Prifoner's z who 
does not diſown all this while that he hath often writ to Ewers, and ad- 
drefs'd to Dugdale. 

Mr.Chetwin was now ſworn to ſpeak toa diſcourſe thatpaſt betwixt him 
and Mr. Dgdale the laſt Summer, what it was, and at what time 3 who 
gave this Evidence. That being in Staffordſhire, in a Family which Mr. Saz- 
bridge (my Lord Aſtor's Kinſman) much frequented, the Gent. coming to 
him in OFober laſt, askt him if he heard any thing of a We rat ice 
that was killed. The Witneſs told him, that he heard nothing of it. I 
was told (fays Mr. Sazbridge,) by a Girl of the houſe this morning at E/as, 
that Mr. Dugdale had reported ſuch a thing there. This was upon Tweſday 
morning, and the Saturday following the Witneſs received an account at 
Litchfield that Sir Edmundbury was murthered.

Mr. D»edale informs, that Whitebread charged Ewers in his Letter to take 
none but frout deſperate fellows, and that they were to kill the King; to 
take away the King's Life, in thoſe very words, as the Witneſs remembreth, 
That theſe Letters were ſent by the ordinary Poſt, and it being wondred 
at, that any man would venture ſuch words in a Letter, the Witneis made an- 
ſwer, that he was to have been an Adour, and that they directed their 
Lettersto him ; that if they were diſcovered , he ſhould be hanged, and 
they come off. The Witneſs declaring, that he had been dealt with be- 
fore by the Lord Stefford and Mr. Ewers, to kill the King. Mr. Whitebread 
demanding of him, whether he intercepted and read them himſelf ; and 
the Witneſs replying, that he did ſo: whereof Mr. Whitebread defired the 
Jury to take notice. 

Mr. Dugdale was then examined concerning Mr. Terner and M. Ferwickz 
who informs, that he had ſeen Tirmer, Ewers and Leveſor, with others, 
together at Mr. Ewers's Chamber at Tixal,, and in other places, about two 
years ſince; and that he had heard them diſcourſe , and. agree upon the 
whole deſign 3 and that this Witneſs had heard from Ewers, that Tyrner 
was to manage the Plot in Worceſterſhire : but that for Fenwick, the Wit- 
nefs cannot ſay that ever he ſaw him before. Tirner , on the other ſide, 
did own that he had been 3 or 4 times in his whole Life at T:xa4, but nor 
ſo much as in Staffordſhire tor theſe four laſt years. 

Mr. Prance ſworn and examined : who informs that Harcoxrt told him 
about a year agoe, as he was paying him for an _ of our Lady, that 
there was a Plot upon the Life of the King. And that Mr. Ireland, Mr. Fer- 
wick and Mr. Grove , at Mr. Ireland's Chamber, were ſaying, that there 
would be 50000 men in readineſs, toſet up the Catholick Religion : and 
Mr. Fenwick told him, that my Lords Bellaſss, Powis, and Arundel ſhould 
command them : and that Grove afterwards told the Witneſs, the aforeſaid 
Lords had Commiſions to give places. The Witneſs depoſeth farther, that 
asking Mr. Fenwick what would become of Trades-men, if we ſhould come 
to have Wars ; he bad the Witneſs never fear want of Trade, for there 
would be Church-work enough for Images , Crucifixes, and the like. 
That the Witneſs goingto Mr. Ferwick's Chamber, after Father James (his 
Ghoſtly Father) was dead, Mr. Fenwick would have had the Witneſs come 
to Confeſſion to him. ( This was about a week before Michae/mas laſt. ) 
Mr. Fenwick denying all, the Witneſs minded him of a Table for the Ahkar 
that was brought him at the ſame time. 

Mr. Harcourt asking the Witneſs ifever he had diſcourſed with himabout 
any ſuch matter 3 Mr. Praxce affirmed that he had, and that he paid the 
Witneſs for ſome Candleſticks, one Thompſon being in his company. Har- 
court owning that he knew Thompſon, and bought ſuch Candleſticks of 
him. 

Mr. Bedlow (worn : who informs the Court, that he declined the giving 
of full Evidence againſt Whitebreadand Fenwick, for fear of diſappointing 
a deſign he had then afoot, being at that time treating with Readzvg about 
Mr. Whitebread and Mr. Fenwick, as well as the Lordsin the Tower ; ap- 
pealing to ſome of the Juſtices upon the Bench for the truth thereof, and 
referring to his Apology at that time in the Court, for keeping himſelf up- 
on a Reſerve.

The Witneſs ſaith fdrther, That the Conſult which he carried to S. Omers 
he had from Mr. Colemar, to whom Mr. Harcourt went with him, and in 
that Conſult was the Main of the Defign ; and that he was alſo preſented 
by Mr. Harcourt to the Lord Armdel, who promiſed him great matters 
when the Times were come about. Harcovrt interjefting, that be ſpake not 
one true word ; Mr. Bedlow demanded of the Priſoner, it in Auguſt or Sep- 


tember laſt he was not incompany with Le Faire, or Le Fevre.

Mr. Harcourt fajd, He knew no Le Faire , but Le Fevre he did ; and be- 
lieves that he ſaw him then, but never fince. And the Witneſs went on, 
that Pritchard recommended him to him, as a perſon trid and truſty, and 
fit to be taken into the privacy of the Deſign; Pritchard declaring to the 
Witneſ in their preſence, that the Death 'of the King was one part of it.

Mr. Harcourt being called upon to explain this Letter , inforthied the 
Court, that this Letter was written to one that had a Vote in the Meeting, 
which by the Order of the Society is to aſſemble once in Three years, and 


adviſe about their particular Afﬀairs : that the chief buſineſs was about the 


Choice of a Procurator to bediſpatch'd to Rowe, wherein Secrecy was re- 
quiſite, becauſe it was dangerous to have it knowr. '' Asto the * Caution 
of not haſtening before thetime, or being too publick, for fear the Defign 
ſhould be ſuſpeted, wherein Secrecy was naturally necefſary 5 Mr. Whzre- 
bread expounded it, that the Defign was rhe getting of'a Comps, 
which it was prudential to keepfecret, as a thing not perrnitted in this Na- 
tion; declaring upon his Salvation, that there was no other Reafon forthe 
enjoyning of that Secrecy: offering farther, that it would be very hard to 
take away mens lives upon a word, that may as well bear one Conſtrudtion 
as another : inſtancing 1n the ufual way of ſpeech, I have 2 deſign to dine 
here or there to morrow, where the word deſign is properly enough made uſe 
of. It was returned upon them, that the word Deſegrr, with a Caurion of 
Privacy, and the Bufineſs being matter of Secrecy in its own nature, muſt 
neceſſarily imply ſomething of greater conſequence then the Eleftion of an 
Officer. | 

Mr. Gavar in Reply offer'd his Expoſition , that the Jeſuits in all places 
meeting once in 3 years for the Infpetion of their Officers, and the Regu- 
lation of their Members, This was their time for their meeting here : a 
plying the word Deſign to the great Concernment of both Worlds, which 
was the ſubje& matter of this Meeting : declaring, upon his Salvation, that 
though he was not at this Conſult himſelf, yet he believed that which he 
had delivered wasthe true and onely Cauſe of their Meeting : adding here- 
unto, that it being in time of the Parliament Sitting, Secrecy was neceſſary, 
that they might not give offence z and that it concerned them not to be ta- 
ken notice of, when their Lives depended upon the Diſcovery. Thatthe 
Deſign was the Defer of a Congregation, 

Dr. Oates objected, that though they juſtify the Conſult now, yet when 
there was but one proof of it, they denied a that there was any ſuch 
Conſult. At which Ferxwick difown'd the Denial of it.

Worthy Sir, 
I know not from whence it proceeds, but [ perceive that both your Letters 


and mine have bad fortune by the ways, for my Correſpondents with you com- 
plain they hear not from me, whereas [ write conſtantly intire Pacquets, and 


. ſince the Bills I received from oy elf for Sir William Goring, and for Mr. 


Ireland, from Mr. Shelly, [ have not had one Letter but what I received this 
weeks which in part made recompence for the former, for it brought me three 
of yours,and one of Mr. Ireland's, for which I render you many humble thanks, 
and acknowledge the fifteen pounds from my Lord Caſtlemain , though My. 
Ireland z2ade no mention of it in his. We are all here very glad of the pro- 
motion of Mr. Thomas Harcourt. When I writ that the Patents were ſent, 
although I gueſs for whom they were, yet I know _—_ certain, becauſe our Pa- 
trons do not uſe to diſcover things or reſolutions till they know they have effetF. 
Ard therefore in theſe kind of matters I dare not be too haſty,leſt ſome will ſay, 


A fool's Bolt is ſoon ſhot. 


There aroſe a great difficulty upon the plurality of the word Patents. 
Mr Whitebread expounded it to be meant of his Patent for Provinciall; 
which being but one, would not have been called Patents. Which Mr. Whzte- 
bread qualified by making it a Latiniſzz, and called it Litere patentes. It was 
objected, that he being made Provincial Farwary 14. and this bearing date 
Feb. 5. the word Patents could not be intended of his Commiſſion. To 
which M. Whitebreadanſwers,that poſſibly they did not know till then; and 
that it was not known what Exceptions might be exhibited againſt the per- 
ſon named: beſides, that every Patent is called Litere patentes. Dr. 0a 
affirmed, that if a man be choſen to a place, he muſt execute it,upon pain 
Damnation if he diſobey his Superiour. To which Mr. Z/pitebread replied, 
that a hundred Inſtances might be given of Refuſalls in the caſez and that 
he would have refuſed it himſelf, if he had foreſeen the Trouble of itz ap- 
pealing to Almighty God,as he was to anſwer at the laſt day, that he knew 
nothing at all of this buſineſs. Dr. Oates declared that the Patents ſpoken 
of in this Letter were ſent, a great many of them, in April and My before. 

The Priſoners being now called to their Defence, Dr. Oztes's Witneliles 
were ſent for, to be in readineſs. 

Mr. Whitebread beginning,that though he did not fear Death,he would be 
loth todie by Injuſtice: and that he hopd that he ſhould be allow'd the com- 
mon freedome of endeavouring to preſerve himſelf; for that a man's Life 
might be taken away by Perjury,as well as by a Piſtoll : ſo that he truſted 
that no man ſhould be admitted as anEvidence againſt him,that was not proba 
Teſtis ; offering that D. Oates was not fucha man, and he craved leave to ſay 
that he was Perjured. Heſays that hedid fuch and ſuch things by /Ybitebread's 
appointment, was preſent with him April 24. and that the Priſoner acquain- 
ted Dr. Oates with the whole deſign: a thing fo improbable, that whoever 

' believes it muſt take the Priſoner for a Mad-man, to truſt any body with 
ſuch a concern at firſt fight; (for he confeſſeth that fo it was ; ) and then to 
truſt a man that had his Livelyhood from the Society, (for they maintain'd 
him, ) that is to ſay,firſt the Priſoner's Predeceſſor, and then himſelf. Upon 
his Importunity to be entertain'd in the Society, the Priſoner perſwaded 
him to withdraw, refteQing upon him as a perſon not anſwerable to the 
purpoſe he pretended to; and that for ſeverall Reaſons. Firſt, for his Prin- 

ciplesz for he held ſeverall Opinions that were not ſound. Secondly, his 

Life was looſe, and therefore he was defired to retire. To which end, he 

had a fait of Cloaths given him, a Periwigg, and 4 /7. in his a 

e 
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he promiſed to repay upon the ſale of his Library in Lodo»; but he ne- 
ver did. The Priſoner took notice of the juſt Wonder of the Court at wri- 
ting to Dugdale by the Poſt in fo plain and dangerous terms ; and the like 
in his diſcourſe to Dr. Oates: but concluded in craving the Court's leave 
to produce Witneſſes, that from the 10. of Decem. to the 23. of June fol- 
lowing Dr. Oates was at S. Omers, and lodgd but one night out of the 


houſe. 
| It was obſerved upon Mr. Whitebread,as a ſtrange thing,that they ſhould 
ſtill maintain a man that they had ſo ill an opinion of: but Mr. Whitehread 


denied the maintaining of him,affirming,that he was not ſent over by them, 
as he ſaid he was,and undertaking to prove it: allowing all this while that 
they had maintained him before; and diſtinguiſhing betwixt an office of 
Charity to a man of Letters, and in neceſlity,and a Confidence of Intrigue- 
ing with him in ſuch a Caſe as this. a 

Mr. Fenwick then recommended it to the Court to confider, that Dr. 
O:tes's Evidence from one end to the other was ſupported by the fight of 
ſuch and ſuch Letters from one perſon or another; and all the Teſtimony is, 
the fight of the Letters: as if Ferwick, that knew Dr. Oates was turn'd a- 
way | an S. Omers for his Miſdemeanors,ſhould after that make him privy

to all his Letters. The Priſoner deſired the Court to take notice, that he 


had a thouſand Letters taken from him,and not one Syllable either of Trea- 
ſon, or of ſolliciting people to come over, was charged upon him out of 
thoſe Letters. Urging, that all the proof made was but ſaying and ſwea- 
ring; and defying any man to make out any probability to any unbyaſled 
judgement, how this could poſſibly be. Here the Priſoners were min- 
ded, that there is no other Evidence to be given, then by /aying and ſwea- 
ring. Fenwick purſued his diſcourſe, declaring, that he did no more think 
of his being taken or accuſed, then of his death z and that he removed no- 
thing z and that beſides Letters, there were ſeized in Bonds and Bills to the 
. value of five or fix thouſand pounds; and it ſeems ſtrange, that out of all 
this there ſhould nothing of a defign appear. For God's ſake (ſaid the 
r—_ where are the Commiſſions ſignd ? and the moneys paid? 

Mr. Hil/ey being preſented to the Court as a Witneſs on the behalf of 
the Priſoners, Mr. Whitebread begs that their Witneſſes might be ſworn : 
which though. it would not be granted, becauſe it was againſt the King ; 
yet the Jury were directed to value the Teſtimony according to the cred 
of the Perſons, and the Matter in queſtion. Mr. Gavar offered that there 
was no poſitive Law; and the Lord Coke in his Inſtitutes ſays, that there 
is not ſo much as Scintil/a Juris againſt 1t, But this being againſt conſtant 
Uſage and Cuſtome, it could not be granted. 

Mr. Whitebread (hews, that in Mr. Teland's Triall, pag. 35 and 36, Dr. 
Otes declares that he came from S. Omers with Sir John Warner, Father 
Williams, and Mr Hilſley: but it was anſwered, that printed Trialls are no 
Evidence there may be Errata's in them. Then Mr. Ferwick asked Dr. 
O:tes, if he did not acknowledge that he came over with Hi!ſley : and Dr. 
Oates told him, that to any queſtion of that day, if the Court thought it 
reaſonable, he would give an Anſwer. Ferwickinfiſted upon it, that Dr. 
O-tes was forſworn in affirming he didz but not being convi& , that could 
not be preſt: ſo that Ferwick offered to prove his affirmation by Witnefles, 
that heard it; asking Dr. Oates again, if he came over with Hilſey. To 
which Dr. Oates made anſwer, that to put them out of their pain, as he 
ſaid Then, fo he faid Now, that Ore Hilges did come over with him. 
To which Hilſey anſwered, that he did not, for he left him at S. Omers. 
Dr. Oates acknowledged that Hzlſtey left him at S. Omers, but that he came 
away a day after him, and overtook him at Calais, Hilfey denied it, ſay- 
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ing, there were a great many there that could prove the contrary, 
Dr. Oates informed the Court , that Hz//tey loſt his mony at Calais, and 
that he prevailed with Father Williams to relieve him. Hilſtey confels'd 
the loſs of his mony, but utterly denied that ever Dr. Oates and he were 
ina Ship together. Dr. Oate-urged, that he might be Examined if he 
were not in Orders : but it was not thought reaſonable to preſs him to 
accuſe himſelf. 

Hilſtey offers Witneſſes to-make out that Dr. Oates was in S. Omers the 


Proofs on the day after Hilſiey came out, and ſeveral weeks after. Dr. Oates ſwears that 
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Hilſley left them uponthe way, and did not come throughout with them to 
London. Hilſey ſays that he believes Dr. Oates was told of his loſing his 
mony by one that was with bim the ſecond of May, and that there wasone 
in Court who (he ſuppoſed) could ſpeak tot. 

Mr. William Parry offered then to ſwear, that Dr. Oates was at S. O- 
mers upon that day when he affirms he came over, that is, that he was 
there upon the 25 3 that he ſtirr'd not from thence that day ; that the Evi- 
dence din'd with him, and he went into the I»firmary,tor he was fick ; that 
he was at S. Omers till after the 20. of June , by the token that he was 
there at a Play upon the 20. day. Dr. Oates denied the buſineſs of the 
Infirmary, and offered to make appear to the Court, that Hi!/ſey had been 
ſeveral years of the Sodality of the Jeſuits 3 and that they dare not but fay 
what their Superiours bid them. 

' Asto the 20.of \June, Dr. Oates averrs that he was at S. Omers at that 
Adtion, but affirms that he was then come back again from London. Parry 
on the other ſide denied that Dr. Oates ever went out of the Colledge ; 
for that he conſtantly din'd and ſupp'd with him, ſaving 3 or 4days when 
he wasin the Infirmary, where he entred April the 25. old tile, Dr. Oates 
advertiſed the Court of a Contradidtion in the Priſoner's Evidence, upon 
the difference between old ſtile and new. 

Mr. Parry afhirms that Dr. Oates came to S. Omers in December, and 
went not out from the Colledge till the end of Jane , and that onely to 
Watton, for two days and a night; and that he is confident of what he 
ſays ; for a Scholar never removes from thence to Exg/and, but 'tis thetalk 
of the whole Colledge. And then (ſays Mr. Gavar) they goe away in 
Secular Garments, that no notice may be taken of their leaving the place. 
Dr. Oates admitted this as a general Rule, but that his caſe was a particu- 
lar Exception to that Rule ; and that he reſum'd the Habit of the Houſe 
upon his coming back to Loxdor, and appear'd as one of it ſtill, not know- 
ing that it was taken notice of that he had been out, having never ſhewed 
himſelf in the Colledge ina Lay-Habit. Mr. Whitebread followed it, that 
let his Cloaths be what they would, his place and ſeniority was the fame, 
ſo that at Meals he was viſible to the whole Houſe. 

There ſtood up for the Priſoners one Mr. Doddingtor, (another Witneſs) 
that paſſed at S. Omers by the name of Holis, betwixt 18 and 19 years of 
age, Who gave this Account of Dr. Oates : That he entred the Colledge 
about a fortnight before Chriſtmas, and betwixt that and June was never 
out, but one night at Wattow, That he ſaw him at leaſt every other day, 
and in particular the day after Hi/ſfjey departed, which was ' April 24. new 
filez and falling ſick, he went the next day intothe [»firmary : affirming, 
that he ſaw him in the Garden, upon the 2. of May , with one Blood or 
Burnaby. This Witneſs came into Emgl/and in April laſt , about two 
months ſince, in part upon the Proclamation for recalling ſuch as were in 
Semmaries, and partly for want of Health. 

Mr. Gifford was next Examined, who declared that he came from S.O- 
#ers about a month before, and that the occaſion of his coming was iy > 

wy 
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ſtify that Dr. Oates was at S, Omers when he faid he was here. He affir- 
med, that he ſaw him May-dsy was twelvemonth and April 21. at S. Omers 
and kept him company the whole week after. That he remembers the 
of May, by the token that one Mr. Burnaby coming that day to the Col- 
ledge, Dr. Oates made an acquaintance with him,and this Witneſs ſaw them 
together 3 and at the Colledge-hour of Recreation, for a week at leaſt, he 
came every day after dinner. That he was not in the {»firmery till the 
day after Fl, was gone away, continuing there about three days ; and 
from that time till J2e at leaſt, G:fford ſolemnly averrs that he ſaw him at 
leaſt every other day, for he never was out all that time, but one nightat 
atton, tor his Relaxation. And he could not but be taken notice of : 
for though there were a matter of 150 that eat all in the ſame Room ; yet 
he ſitting at a Table apart, betwixt the Religious and the Youths, could 
not chuſe but be taken notice of. 

Mr. Palmer ſtood up next; who inform'd, that he came from S. Omers 
2 or 3 months ſince, and that he came becauſe he car'd not for ſtaying any 
longer : that his Father lives by Windſor : that he ſaw Mr. Oates on May- 
day, new ſtile, by the token that there were Strangers that day ; and that 
the Witneis ſaw himin the afternoon playing with the other Boys at Nine- 
pins. (They callall thoſe Boys that are not ofthe Religious: And though 
he ſate at a Table diſtinct, yet going to School, he was ſtill reckon'd a- 
mong the Boys.) The Witneſs ſaw him the next day with Mr. Burnaby, 
and it was wondred at, his thruſting himſelf into his company, having ne- 
ver ſeen him before, as Mr. Burnaby ſaid himſelf. That the Witneſs ſaw 
him alſo at the Action; and alſo with Mr. Kilizgbeck on the 5. of May, 
who was then departing ; and likewiſe with Mr. Poole, at his going away. 
That the 11.day, at a Play, Dr. Oates would needs fit in the place of the 
Muſick, and one Mr. Watſon quarrelled with him. Seeing him alſo betwixt 
theſe times, and ſo from time to time, till June following. 

Mr. Cox informed, that he came away from S. Omers 1n November after 
Dr. Oates : that he knew Dr. Oates very well, and faw him at S. Oers at 
the time when he affirms that he was in Ezgland; for he was often with 
Mr. Poole when he was fick, which Mr. Poole was the Witneſle's Mufick- 
Maſter. That he went away in Jxly, and never ſtirr'd from S. Omer till 
he went quite away, That the Witneſs was there alſo till Dr. Oates went, 
which was after the Conſult of the Jeſuits, which he affirms to have been 
in April, and himſelf to have been at. The Witneſle's jumbling of the 
Months cauſed the people to laugh : and the Witneſs {till perſiſted, that 
Dr. Oates was at S. Omers till the Jeſuits Conſult was over. He informed 
that he came thither, and was onely one night out of the Houſe, at Wat- 
fon, all the time he was there. That hedid not goe away with Mr. Hz/ſey, 
for a Gent. that was going that day for E-g/ard, being loth to riſe, Dr. Oates 
told a ſtory of him how loth he was to leave his bed, which was the day 
after Hilſiey went away, The other Gent. went upon the 5. of May, and 
Mr. Poole and Mr. Nevil, who he ſays were with him in Exzgland, were 
neither of them abſent at that time. That Dr. Oates was at S. Omers all 
May and June. The Witneſs being preſtto name themonth when D. Oates 
came away, he ſaid he could not remember it. 

Mr. Thomas Billing informed , that he came about 3 months fince from 
S. Orers : that he knew Dr. Oates very well, and faw him at $. Ozvers the 
very day, or theday after that he came thither z (the 10. of December; ) and 
that he continued there till toward the endof Jae, never out of the Houſe 
but once at Vattor in Chriſtmas ; this Witneſs being then in the Infirmary, 
and Dr. Oates camein, ſaying that he had been at Wattow. That he had 
been twice in the [nfirmary, and the ſecond time was in April, where ( - 
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the Witneſs remembers) he was 3 or 4 days: that he ſaw him in the Col. 
ledge from December till about the end of Jane. That he was there all 
May, and could not be 8 days in England, as he ſays ; for being entred 
into the Sodality March 25. he was appointed to read at fix a clock every 
Sunday morning,” and after he had begun, he read conſtantly in courſe till 
he went away : for he was never fick on a Sunday in April, but ſomewhat 
indiſpoſed, ſothat he went to the Infirmary upon occaſion for ſome 5 or 4 
days, and once in 2 or 3 days the Witneſs conſtantly ſaw him. That upon 
the ſecond of May he ſaw him with Mr. Bluzt in the Garden, andalfo with 
one Mr. R»ſbton, by certain tokens. 7, 
Mr. Townley informed, that he knew Oates, and ſaw him in April, May, 
and June.

That he came 
away for his health, beginning tobe ill, at Chriſtmas (77.) Thathelives 
with his Father in Radnorſhire, and came up to Loxdon upon a Summons as 
a Witneſs. 

Mr. Cook informs, that he came from S. Omers laſt January, upon this 
occaſion, and that he hath been ever fince in Town. That he faw 
Dr. Oates there in June, and that he went away upon the 23 ; which he 
knows, being a Taylour, and having made him ſome Cloaths. Thar he 
ſaw him every day, and ſometimes 2o times in a day. That he was there 
all April, and all May, and he came twice every week to the Witneſle's 
Shop for things.

| | PON Fare 14. 1679. Mr. Richard Langhorn was brought to his 
Trial at the Seſſions-honſe 1n the O!d Bayly,according to an Adjourn- 


ment of the day before ; ſtanding Indicted of High Treaſon, for 
contriving the Death of the King, the Subverſion of the Proteſtant Religion, 
and of the Eſtabliſht Government. He pleaded Not guilty tothe Indiment, 
The Jury was ſworn without any Challenge. The King's Councell open'd 
the Charge, and ſo the Court entred upon the Trial ; beginning with ſome 
Evidences upon the main Deſign. | 
Mr. Dugdale and Mr. Prance were both ſworn: and Mr, Dugdaleſpake firſt 
to the Plot uponthe Life of the King 3 declaring, that he himſelf had been en- 
gaged indivers Conſultations for the DeſtruQtion of His Majeſty, and of the 
preſent Government , and for bringing in of Popery. That being at moſtof 
their Meetings, he heard theſe very Expreſſions us'd; and was tempted with 
Reward to be Inſtrumental in it, and to kill the King, The men that put him 
uponit wereall Jeſuits, as Mr. Ewers, Mr. (zavan, Mr. Leveſor, and Va vaſour. 
That upon the Killing of the King, they wereto be ready withan Army, 
but not before : though at firſt it was reſolved to raiſe an Army out of hand. 
They had ſome thoughts of beginning with a Maſſacre, and then to cut 
off thoſe that ſcap'd with an Army 3 but this Witneſs did not hear of any 
certain number reſolved upon, Theſe Conſultations were at Tixal, Boſco- 
bel, my Lord Aſtor's, and Mr. Gerrard's; all in Staffordſbire : And the 
Proteſtants were to be deſtroy'd in the firſt place.

Arundel of JVardour and the Lord Powjs, to murther the King; and was 
promiſed a conſiderable Reward, as my Lord's Butler told this Witneſs: 
who afterwards meeting with Meſſenger, and asking him why he would do 
it his Anſwer was, that he was off on't now. m 
The King being difpatch'd, 50000 men were forghwith to be raiſed, as 
Fenwick, lreland, and Grove ſaid inthe Witneſle's hearing, being all toge- 
ther. That this Army was to ſetup the Romiſh Religion, and all the Prote- 
ſtants to be deſtroyed: the Lords ArundeZ and Powis to command theſe 
Forces. And he ſays, that one Harcourt (twice,at his Chamber in Dukes- 
ſtreet ) told him, that there were ſeveral to kill His Majeſty. This was in the 
hearingof one Mr. Thompſon : and M. Fenwick told the Witneſs,that M. Lang- 
horn was deeply concerned in't ; and that was all the WitneG knew.

the one at Madrid,the other at VaVadolid, He delivered the Letters with. 
in a day or two after his arrivall, to Mr. Langhorr, at his Chamber in the 
Middle Temple; who treated the Witneſs very reſpeQtully: andupon te]. 
ling him that the Witneſs thought his Sons would enter themſelves into 
the Society, Mr. Langborn (ſtanding that way affefted himſelf ) was very 
glad of it; for matters would not bold long in England as they were,(he faid) 
and that if they kept themſelves in the world, they might quickly come to 
great preferment in England. ; 

The Witne was once more with Mr. Langhorn before his coming to 
S. Omers, (which was in November old ſtile, December new, when he gave 
him a Pacquet of Letters to carry with him. In this Pacquet was a Letter 
of Thanks to the Fathers at S. Oers, for their kindneſs to his Sons in their 
journey for Spain; and promiſing the repayment of twenty pound which 
they had furniſhed his Sons with upon their paſſage. This Letter was ſub- 
ſcribed Richard Langhorn, and it made mention of one written to Father 
Le Chaiſe, in order to our Concerns, (Theſe were the very words.) Now the 
Letter to Le Chaiſe this Witneſs did not ſee, but onely the other that took 
notice of it : and he ſaid, that Mr. Coleman having written to him at Ige, 
he ſhould not trouble his Reverence with many words at that time. 

The Witriefs remembers alſo another Letter, . either in March, or April, 
(hecould not fay which) wherein Mr. Layghorr (among divers il! paſlages) 
expreſſed a wonderfull Zeal for the Catholick Deſign; and faying that 
the Parliament began to cool in the buſineſs of the Proteſtant Religion z 
and that now was the time to give the Blow : That was the word ( the 
Blow;) but the Letter was too large to give a particular account” of. 

Dr, Oates minded the Court of the Conſult here in April. The Witneſs 
and divers others came from S. Omers, and other parts, to that Comſult, Mr, 
Langhorn himſelf was not at it; but the Witneſs was ordered by the Pro- 
vinciall to tell Mr. Langhorn from time to time what paſſed there: and 
upon the report the Witneſs made him- of their proceedings, Mr. Larghory, 
with his hands and eyes up to Heaven, prayed God to proſper theme.

depoſed further, That he heard One promuſe to help Sir _ in the 
promoting the GCatholick Cauſe, and in the poyſoning of the King ; and 
that he heard Abby, in the Provincials Name, offer 10000 /. to Sir 
George for his reward. This was in July : Harcourt, Fenwick, Ireland 
and the Witneſs preſent. -

a Memorandum of the day (in AuguF#) when it was unded, and 
accepted, The Entry-Book it ſelf being in the Fath#Fs cuſtody , at 
Wild-houſe ; but who kept it this VVitaeſs- could not ſay ; only that 
Mr. Lene cog it ſometimes, and that the Acceptance and Receipt 
wereentred theTame day. X Dr. 
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Sr. G.Wake- Dr. Oates faith not that he ever ſaw Sr.George write , but that he 
maniLetter. ſaw him lay aſide a Pen, and a Paper newly written, and no body by that 
could write it but himſelf. And Sr.George charging him with declaring, 
that he did not know the Priſoners hand ; the Dodfor affirmed, that a 
Letter that he ſaw ſigned G. Wakeman , was the ſame hand-writing 
with that of the Recezpt, and the Phyſick-Bill. Sir George demanded 
TheDoctor , poſitive Anſwer, If the V Vitneſs had not deny'd the knowledge of his

Fant his Conſent out of Germany, to the propoſal of raiſing it ; being 
Preſident of the Benedif#ines.That he gave the Engliſh Monks inPars, 
and LaChatſe, an Account how Matters went forward in England, and 
that he had a Patent to be B:ſhop of London; which the VVitneſs ſaw 
in his own hands. 
That this Letter out of Germany he had ſeen,and that it was addreſſed 
either to Hitchcott, or another Father in London. 
Corker'sLet- The Witneſs depoſing moreover, That as he remembers, Mr. Corkey 
ter out of weat over in July to Lamſpring in Germany , but that in June he ſaw 
Germany. him withMr. Fenw:ick,and that upon diſcourſe about ſome body that was 
behind in his Penſion , Mr. Corker gave Mr. Fenwick an Order for ſome

Mr. Bedlow depoſed, that going, by Order, to ſee the Priſoner, he met 
Sir #illiam Waller, and went in with him; and that they were onely 
with the Priſoner in the Common Room ; Sir William withdrawing to 
one end of t, while the Witneſs asked the Prifoner ſome queſtions 3 and 
Mr. Bedlow calling the Priſoner by his name, upon the firſt fight of him. 
Sir William Walleralſo affirmed , that Mr. Bedlow did ask him if his Name 
was not Marſhall. 

Mr. Marſh2l! telling Mr. Bedlow, that he was firſt with him in a Room 
on the right hand , where his Gzards were 3 Mr. Bed/ow denied that he 
knew any ſuch Room : and Mr. Mar/ba/l pleaded for himſelf, that he had 
no proots there, becauſe he could not imagine that ſuch a thing would 
have been mentioned. The Priſoner ſaid , that Mr. Bed/ow came to the 
Gate-honſe a meer Stranger to him : and that Mr. Bedlow asking him, Did 
not you ſend to ſuch a one to have My. Bedlow queſtioned about fach and ſuch 
things e the Prifoner denied it; and the Witneſs did not ſo much as pre- 
tend to have any knowledge of him. Beſides, that he might learn his 
Name from thoſe that took him : For he deliver'd himſelf up a Priſoner, by 
the name of Marſhall, (though he wasotherwiſe called Marſs: ) remitting 
himſelf ro the people in the Gate-horſe for the truth of what paſled there. 
And that the Witneſs bad him have 2 good heart; for he ſbould have an Ho- 
nowrable Bench, and a good Fury. But Mr. Bedlow, on the other fide, af- 
firmed, that without hearing of his Name at all, he faid, as ſoon as everhe 
ſaw him, Tbs 3x Marſball, the BenediQine: and moreover, that he had 
ſeen the Priſoner at the Savoy, and 1t other places. Marſþall bidding him 
name any other place, and he would ſuffer Deathfor it. But Mr. Bedlow 
would not be poſitive in any other place. But that he remembred the 
S.zvoy more remarkably, as the place of their Conſults about the Letters he 
carried thither 3 and that it was there he had the greateſt Converſation 
with the Prifoner.

Upon 
which, it was urgd that ſucha Deſcription could not be made by one that, 
had not been there. To which Mr. Marſhal reply'd, that Dr. Oates had 
ſearch'd there before, and inform'd Mr. Bedlow, as might be well enough 
imagined, both of them joyning in the ſame Charge : and ſuggeſting,how 
caſte it was todeſcribe a houſe by Hear/ay. Mr. Bediow did here declare, 
that it was he that gave Sir Wilzan Waller notice to ſearch particularly un- 
derſuch a Benchin Pickering's quarter, for the (3uz that was made choice 
of to Kill theKing 3 and the Gz was found accordingly. 

Upon ſome queſtion of Particularities in the Evidence, Mr. Bedlow was 
call'd up again to repeathis Teſtimonie about Sir George Wakeman ;, which 
was to the effect as before, of his being at Harconrt's Chamber, Su George's 
coming in, and Mr. Harcoxrt's taking a Bill of Exchange out of his Cabi- 
net, and ſaying, - Sir George, there's a Bill for you, which I have receiv'd 
at White-Hall to day \by the Queen'sorder. Sir George replying uponit, 
that he, thought his nine years Service of Her Majeſty might pretend to deſerve 
it : and that therehad been no hurt in't, if the Queen had given him it. 

Mr. Chapman informed, that one Mr. Thimbilby ( an Infirm perſon of 
8 years of age) brought him recommendations to the Bath from Su George 
Wakeman. This way the 17. of July laſt. His buſineſs was, to get a Lod- 
ging as near the King and Zneen's Bath as might bez which was done.
